KISELEV ON MORAL TRAINING OF YOUTH

[Text] The complexity, novelty and scale of the tasks of communist 
building are making high demands on the level of man's education and 
qualifications and his politica] and moral qualities. These do not, 
as is known, come about of their own accord but are shaped from 
youthful years and developed throughout life. This is why our 
party, sacredly abiding by Lenin's behest, is striving to ensure 
that the entire business of the education and upbringing of the 
younger generation be the inculcation of communist morality. 


We are rightly proud that a splendid replacement shift is growing up in our coun- 
try whose spiritual wealth is the ideological-moral values of developed socialisa. 
They were forged in the fire of revolution and the civil war, in the labor routine 
of the 5-year plans, in the harsh trials of the Great Patriotic War and in the diffi- 
cult years of postwar revival. Today also they are being multiplied in shops and 

at construction grounds, in the fields and at the farmsteads and in scientific 
laboratories and planning institutes. 


"The young people who are today aged 18-25," Comrade L.I. Brezhnev observed at the 
26th CPSU Congress, “will tomorrow from the backbone of our society. Contributing 
to the formation of a generation of politically active, knowledgeable people who 
love labor and know how to work and who are always ready for the defense of their 
motherland--this is the most important thing, the main thing in the work of the 
Komsomol." 


The party and Komsomol organizations, the general educational, secondary specialized 
and higher schools and the broad public of Belorussia are performing diverse work 
in this direction. Problems of the moral development and maturation of the young 
men and women occupy a central place in the ideological activity of the republic's 
party committees and in the young people's preparations for the next Komsomol con- 
gress. 


Particular attention is being paid to the labor conditioning of our replacement 
shift. And this is natural. The degree of a man's moral-political maturity is 











judged by his attitude toward labor in the Soviet society. The formation of the 
ideological-moral stimuli to labor has naturally become a most important field 

of the education of the new man. This is eloquently attested by our entire reality, 
particularly the patriotic movement “The Youth's Shock Labor, Knowledge, Initiative 
and Creativity for the llth Five-Year Plan". More than 1.3 million young men and 
women are participating in this movement in the republic. Every second one of them 
is working on personal creative plans for an increase in labor productivity and one 
out of every three is manufacturing products bearing the Symbol of Quality. In so- 
cialist competition for a fitting greeting of the 60th anniversary of the formation 
of the USSR and the movement for a communist attitude toward lebor young people are 
embodying the party's plans in reality, conditioning their willpower and character 
and acquiring political and moral maturity. 


Komsomol-youth shops, brigades and links are becoming increasingly numerous in the 
republic. The party and Komsomol organizations are displaying daily attention to 
them and showing concern to ensure that the youth collectives be headed by the most 
experienced and authoritative people, and this is contributing to their successful 
work and cohesicn to a large extent. Here are a few examples. 


The Komsomol brigade led by the communist Ivan ?rudnik (the "Beloruskaliy" Associa- 
tion) is well known in the Belorussian miners’ city of Soligorsk. Every person 
with his needs and requirements is in the sights of all here. The healthy moral 
climate contributes more than anything else tw the successful accomplishment of 
production tasks. In the first year of the 5--year plan the brigade hoisted to the 
surface more than 50,000 tons of above-plan ore. 


Ivan Sinitskiy has headed the Komsomol-yrurh link for potato cultivation on Minskaya 
Oblast's "Zagal'skiy" Sovkhoz for 6 years now. He was a delegate to the 26th CPSU 
Congress and is a member of the Lyubanskiy Raykom Bureau, holder of the Orders of 
Labor Glory Class II and III and Komsomol Prize winner. In the first year of the 
5-year plan his link harvested 420 quintals of potatoes per hectare. An exception- 
al result! This small, but efficient, cohesive collective has become an excel- 

lent school of professional skill and the labor conditioning of young machine oper- 
ators. Former link members Nikolay Plyshevskiy and Vasiliy Kolodinskiy themselves 
now head potato-cultivation links and are scoring good successes. 


Big opportunities for an improvement in the education of the younger generation are 
opening up in the process of the practical implementation of the party's demands 
that our economy be made economical. A proprietorial attitude toward public prop- 
erty and zealous concern for the rational use of material resources is both a pro- 
duction and moral problem. A person's civic activeness, his interest in multiply- 
ing the society's wealth and an endeavor to be useful to his people are manifested 
here. 


The Minskiy Gorkom recently supported the initiative of the city's Komsomol members 
and young people with respect to the organization of competition for economies and 
thrift. Each participant has a "Thrift Log” in which economized raw material, 

fuel and electric power is recorded. The progress of the competition is being 
illustrated by the large-circulation newspapers and visual agitation. Spot checks 
are carried out regularly whose results are given extensive publicity. The young 
men and women have already saved the state more than R2 million. 














Labor is a moral category. It is with good reason that the people say: “Labor 

both teaches and feeds". For this reason it is very important to accustom each per- 
son to socially useful activity as early as possible. And, conversely, delay could 
prove detrimental to the individual and, consequently. to society. V.I. Lenin 
repeatedly recalled the need to educate “everyone from a young age in conscious and 
disciplined labor”. 


From this viewpoint the Soviet family has a great part to play in the younger gen- 
eration's moral education. It provides the child witt its first labor skills, 

shapes habits, determines the thrust of feelings and thoughts and fosters scrupulous- 
ness and selflessness and benevolence and responsivenes. Leonid Il'‘ich Brezhnev 
writes in his book “Vospominaniya” [Reminiscences] that “it is precisely here that 
the sources of a person's character and his attitude toward life lie". And it is 
gratifying that the republic primary party organizations have begun to involve then 
selves more purposefully in a strengthening of the moral-psychological climate in 

the home and are increasing its responsibility for children's upbringing. 


We cannot, however, also fail to see certain flaws in family upbringing which are 
sometimes distressingly reflected subsequently in young people's fate. Certain 
parents confine their duties with respect to children merely to feeding them as 
fully as possible and clothing them as handsomely as possible and later "arranging" 
a prestigious cushy job for them. They argue here approximately thus: we had a 
difficult childhood, but now may the children have a happy life. And they often 
thereby complicate the life path of their charges. It is as if it never occurs 

to such parents that happiness resides not in possessions, although they also are 
created for people and for the embellishment of their everyday life. But when a 
person becomes a slave to possessions and when he counts on proceeding through life 
by easy, well-trodden paths, this could prove a moral catastrophe for hin. 


The rudiments of diligence are taught, together with the family, by the school and 
the pioneer organization. A system of the work training and vocational guidance 
of the younger generation has evolved in the republic combining the efforts of the 
family, school and production collectives. Various forms of labor instruction 
extend to practically all student youth. Industrial-training centers, of which 

we have 232, student production brigades and other forms of labor education are 
employed to this end. 


The educational process is really effective when it is conducted continuously and 

in line of ascent. Is this always observed by everyone? Let's face it, elements 

of formalism are permitted in certain schools and in VUZ's even in labor training. 
Sometimes it does not go beyond injunctions and arguments about the benefit and 
necessity of work. We see these shortcomings and are adopting all measures to over- 
come them as quickly as possible. 


A particularly great deal of work has to be done to retain young men and women in 
the leading sectors of agricultural production. After all, the number of machine 
operators remains low on a number of kolkhozes and sovkhozes. For example, in 
Verkhnedvinskiy, Krichevskiy, Braslavskiy and certain other rayons there are far 
more tractors on the farms than tractor drivers. And the reason for this situation 
is the high turnover of young personnel. Considering the acuteness of this prob- 
lem, the republic Communist Party Central Committee has outlined concrete measures 














to bring all farms up to fu!l strength with specialists in the mass occupations 
and create suitable conditions for their fruitful work. 


A paramount concern of the republic party organizations was and remains cultivation 
in the young people of a Marxist-Leninist world ovtlook, whict. is the principal 
source of communist moral ideals. In assimilating the ideas and studying the policy 
of the party the young men and women begin to comprehend in greater depth their 
social calling and their place and role in communist creation and to realize their 
personal responsibility for the general cause. 


Particular relevance is attached to the molding in the young men and women of com 
munist conviction in connection with the exacerbation of the ideological struggle 

in the international arena. The ideological adversary understands what the force 

of socialism in the consciousness of the masses and in their conscientious labor 

and ardent patriotism and socialism internationalism is. For this reason imperial- 
ist propaganda is making truly unprecendented efforts to erode the class conscious- 
ness of the working people of the socialist countries, particularly the young people. 


A determining role in the youth's ideological-moral development Lelongs, as is 
known, to the propagandists. The overall level of the class leaders working in the 
Komsomol political enlightenment system is quite high here: 91.4 percent are com 
munists and 94.3 percent have higher education. More than 75 percent of the prop- 
agandists are leaders and specialists of the economy. But the demands made on them 
today are also very high: it is their duty to arm the students with the necessary 
sum of theoretical knowledge, reveal in greater depth the historic advantages and 
achievements of socialism and the heroic spirit of our time and assert in word 

and deed the high moral values of theSoviet way of life. 


The majority of propagandists of the Komsomol political enlightenment system is 
coping successfully with these responsible tasks--classes in the schools and semi- 
narsare conducted on a high ideological-theoretical level and are lively and inter- 
esting. The senior comrades conduct direct and candid discussions with their stud- 
ents and do not shun the keen questions disturbing the young people. This is, so to 
speak, as awhole. But, unfortunately, a formal attitude toward this important 
matter is still encountered. Verbal blather, groundlessness and a monotonous repe- 
tition of copybook maxims and truisms make their presence felt. We are orienting 
the party committees toward more emphatically eradicating such relapses into a 
stereotyped approach to training. 


Study in all our general educational schools, colleges, tekhnikums and VUZ's of 
the fundamentals of Marxist-Leninist ethics and communist morality contributes 

to the intensification of the world-outlook training of the Komsomol members and 
young people and the more extensive propaganda of the standards and principjes of 
communist morality. The 350 people's universities of moral training and education 
which have opened directly at the republic's enterprises have given a good account 
of themselves. Moral-ethical subject matter in television and radio broadcasts 
and in the paper has increased considerably. The new "Yunatstva" Publishing 
House, which publishes literature for young people, has been built. 


The republic Komsemol meeting “Moral Purityand Spiritual Riches for Each Young 
Person" and a scientific-practical conference on the further intensification of the 











Struggle for communist morality and law and order were devoted to the problem of 

the young men and women's upbringing. These questions were discussed at a Belorus- 
Sian Komsomol Central Committee plenum. They are now also the focus of attention of 
the reports and elections under way in the Komsoml. 


The revolutionary, combat and labor traditions of the Communist Party and the Soviet 
people reliably serve the moral upbringing of our young contemporary. Making them 
a part of the heritage of the Komsomol members and young people engenders in the 
youth a deep sense of pride in our multinational Soviet power and develops and 
Strengthens class self-awareness and political vigilance. Party, war and labor 
veterans, Soviet Army warriors and production pacesetters and innovators partici- 
pate actively in heroic-patriotic education here. 


The pioneers, Komsomol members and youth of Belorussia have joined everywhere in 
the all-union “Great Patriotic Chronicle” expedition. In the course of it more 

than 2,000 previously unknown names of warriors who fell during the liberation of 
Belorussian soil from the fascist aggressors have been established. The young 

men and women have created and renewed the exhibits of 400 public museums, rooms 
and corners of combat and labor valor and restored on tourist routes over 200 parti- 
san dugouts. The young patriots act as the patrons of war invalids and the families 
of former front-line soldiers, partisans and members of the underground. They hear 
and record for themselves and their descendants the moving stories of the partici- 
pants in unforgettable battles. 


Striving to ensure that the illustrious traditions of the party and the people help 
the young people appreciate our heroic past and present and get their bearings cor- 
rectly in the current situation and that each set an example of conscientious labor 
in the name of the motherland and be ready at the party‘s first call to come to its 
defense--such, in short, is the purpose and main goal of the heroic-patriotic 
education being conducted by Belorussia’s party and Komsonol organizations. It has 
to be said that this also helps in the preparation of young men for service in the 
Soviet Army. 


An important place in the young people's spiritual development is occupied by 

Soviet literature and art. The diverse activity of the cultural-educational estab- 
lishments and the sports organizations, which are intended to cater for the youth's 
meaningful leisure time, also contributes to an improvement in moral education. The 
party and Komsomol committees and ideological establishments of Minsk, Novopolotsk, 
Pinsk and a number of other of the republic's cities and rayons are endeavoring 

co have their influence extent to every microrayon, quarter and homestead, cater 

for the youth's useful and intelligent use of free time and achieve an objective 
counteraction to all deviations from the standards of communist morality. 


The experience of the party, trade union and Komsomol organizations of the city 

of Lida of Grodnenskaya Oblast is instructive in this respect. Paramount signi- 
ficance is attached here to work at the working people's place of residence. Enter- 
prises, establishments and educational institutions acting as patrons are assigned 
microrayons. Everything is done with « view to involving people in interesting 
pursuits, molding correct tastes and interests and uncovering and developing per- 
sonal capabilities. The young citizens readily participate in the youth clubs, 
creative-arts associations, sports-convalescent sections and technical creativity 

















groups functioning under the auspices of the house management offices. And it is 
not fortuitous that there has been a marked reduction in Lida in the number of 
breaches of discipline and public order and the rules of socialist community living. 


Educational work at the place of residence is also being stepped up in the countrr- 
side. The more precise coordination and unification of the efforts of the cultural 
centers, libraries, museums and other organizations on the grounds of the kolkhoz, 
sovkhoz and rural soviet is contributing to this. Working in accordance with 
unified plans, these establishments are raising the spiritual life of the country- 
side to a higher level. 


All that has been said by no means signifies that everything is fine in questions 
of the young people's education here. The formalism, stereotyped approach and 
vapidity which are displayed here and there in the work with the young people are 
alienating certain young men and women and leaving them to the care of the "street". 
And futile time-killing frequently erupts in such relapses into vulgarian mentality 
as drunkenness, hooliganism and violations of public discipline and law and order. 


Our morality is forged in a constant, uncompromising struggle against its antipodes. 
Everyone should be liable for amoral behavior. But formalism, passiveness and a 
laissez-faire attitude in the business of education also demand emphatic condemna- 
tion. In the same Grodnenskaya Oblast, for example, the Lida people's interesting 
experience in work at the place of residence has yet to be applied everywhere. 

The Belorussian Communist Party Central Committee Bureau recently drew the atten- 
tion of the oblast's party committees and organizations to the need for the more 
active enlistment of young men and women in cultural-mass work (participation in the 
amateur arts and special-interest associations) and also for increased supervision 
of the work of discotheques and an improvement in cultural services for small and 
remote centers of population. 


The youth's moral upbringing is a responsible and, plainly speaking, difficult 
business. It consists of many ingredients. It is perfectly obvious that the di- 
rectives of the 26th party congress and the CPSU Central Committee November (1981) 
Plenum on an increase in work quality in all spheres of human activity are also of 
tremendous significance in the education of our young replacement shift. 


The party, soviet, trade union and Komsomol organizations and all personnel of the 
republic are concentrating efforts on ensuring the unity of ideological-theoretical, 
political-education, organizing and management work. This is the key to the solu- 
tion of the crucial problem posed by Comrade L.I. Brezhnev in his speech at the 
reception in honor of his 75th birthday: “It will be necessary to raise to a new 
level the civic awareness of all Soviet people, their attitude toward work and so- 
cialist property and their discipline and culture in work and social and domestic 
life."

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STATUS OF RESEARCH ON FACTCRIES, INDUSTRIAL INFRASTRUCTURE REVIEWED

[excerpts/ In order to get an idea of the study of the history of factcries and 
plants in the USSR's universities, we drew up a special questionnaire and sent it 
out to the history departments of 67 universities and also two pedagogical VUZ's. 
We received responses to it from 32 universities and the Bashkir State Pedagogical 
Institute. 


Thus, almost half of all the country's universities sent us information about the 
study of the history of factories and plants; moreover, it was done very effective- 
ly. This fact vividly testifies to the importance of the problem and the high de- 
gree of interest on the part of the universities in analyzing and summing up, as 
well as in propagandizing the accumulated experience in this field. We extend our 
most profound and sincere acknowledgement to all those universities which sent an- 
swers to our questionnaire. 


Veographically speaking, the universities which responded to our questionnaire en- 
compass the entire country--from Uzhgorod, Gomel, Vilnius, and Kaliningrad to Via- 
divostok, from Petrozavodsk and Syktyvkar to Dushanbe. Information was sent here 
by 19 of the RSFSR's universities, including 8 universities of autonomous repub- 
lics, which is particularly important, 7 out of the 9 universities in the Ukraine, 
as well as the universities of Vilnius, Tartu, Gomel, Tajik and Karaganda. 


lt must be emphasized that the information received reflects the status and level 
of study of the topic. From those universities where this work has been underta- 
ken On a genuinely widespread basis we received the greatest amount of material 
and the most interesting from the viewpoint of contents. With regard to the vo- 
lume and quality of materials first place must be awarded to the Urals University. 
We should also single out the universicies of Syktyvkar, Far East, Kemerovo, Chu- 
vash, Checheno-Ingush, and Lvov. The remaining universities sent us brief answers 
to the questions included on the questionnaire, while a few sent only a list of 
their graduate projects (Perm and Simferopol). 














On the whole, the posing of the questions in the questionnaire i.as proved to be ex- 
tremely productive and justified. The information received has revealed with suffi- 
cient completeness the experience and principal directions of the study of the his- 
tory of factories and plants in universities; it has allowed us to understand the 
future prospects and ways to improve this work. 


based on this methodology, specific social research studies have been successfully 
conducted at enterprises in the Kuzbass, particularly in connection with working 
out the problem designated as “The Socio-Economic Development of Individual Detach- 
ments of the Working Class and the Peasantry of Siberia.” As far back as the ini- 
tial period of conducting such research studies their importance was underscored as 
follows: “Research has shown that such a mass source as the personal cards of 
workers, ITR‘s engineers and technicians/ , and office employees of enterprises 
contain exceptionally valuable information for resolving the various questions re- 
garding the history of factories and plants,"11 Also of importance is the fact 
that, under the direction of scholarly mentors, graduate and undergraduate students 
are included in this research, and they are accorded the opportunity of publishing 
the results of their studies, carried out at a high level. This constitutes a po- 
werful means of educating by using creative work. The employment of new methods 
for processing mass sources has aided us in overcoming a narrowness of approach to 
scientific problems and has opened a new page in the study of the history of the 
USSR. Now the problem range of social studies has been signific:.ntly broadened by 
the new methods. They have been developed extensively in academic institutes and 
many universities. 


In research activity the laboratory has implemented broad scientific ties with the 
Institute of History, Philology, and Philosophy of the Siberian Division of the 
USSR Academy of Sciences, based oi: a treaty for creative cooperation concluded be- 
tween this institute and the Kemerovo University in March 1976. Furthermore, in 
preparing collective monographs and collections, the laboratory has developed pur- 
poseful contacts with the Problems Council entitled "Social Problems of Siberia‘s 
Industrial Development,” the Kuzbass Polytechnical Institute, the State Archives of 
Kemerovskaya Oblast, and plants. 


Analysis of the experience of studying the history of factories and plants at ins- 
titutions of higher learning has allowed us to draw a number of important conclu- 
sions. In the first place, that at most universities a great deal of well-planned 
and multi-faceted work is being carried out on studying the “History of the USOR‘'s 
Plants,” into which major scholarly and student efforts are being drawn. This has 
Significantly broadened the mass base of the movement to create a history of fac- 
tories and plants. In the second place, this past decade has been characterized by 
an intensive growth of creative contacts between university history departments and 
production groups, which has facilitated the strengthening of ties between histori- 
cal scholarship and life itself. A trend towards actively developing such contacts 
has become for many universities a most important element in perfecting scientific 
and educational work. In the third place, extensive creative contacts between uni- 
versities, enterprises, academic institutes, other VUZ's and institutions of learn- 
ing have come to comprise one of the determining characteristics of the contempora- 
ry movement for creating the “History of the USSR‘s Plants" at the present-day 
Stage. In the fourth place, progress in studying the history of factories and 
plants at universities and the strengthening of the party's influence in this field 
have been stimulated by the internal needs of society, by the increased role being 











played by the social sciences in solving the problems of the national economy and 
the communist education of the working people. Successes in studying the history 
of enterprises at universities constitute an achievement by all the USSR's institu- 
tions of higher learning. They vividly testify also to the considerable achieve- 
meats in the study of the history of the Soviet working class. In the fifth place, 
the experience gained in studying the history of plants in the UsSR's institutions 
of nigher learning is likewise of great international importance, especially for 
the countries of the socialist community. 


In conclusion, it must be said that it is high time for a broad-based summing up 
and exchange of working experience regarding the study of the history of factories 
and plants at various levels of higher education and a more effective solution to 
the problem of publishing prepared works on the history of enterprises.

RUSSIAN NATIONALIST PAINTER PRAISED ON JUBILEE

[Excerpts] In Soviet contemporary fine arts, it would perhaps be difficult to find 
another artist whose work has attracted so much interested attention and elicited ‘ 
such consistent interest as the work of Il'ya Sergeyevich Glazunov. 


His exhibits both in our country and abroad inevitably become social events. And 
despite the fact that his work has gained such broad recognition, arguments about 
the works created by him do not die down. What does this primarily attest to? 
Without a doubt--to the originality of his talent, on his ability to touch upon 
problems disturbing our contemporaries. 


Lovers of fine art became first acquainted with works by I. Glazunov just 25 years 
ago in Moscow, at the Central Palace of Art Workers, where an exhibition of his 
works opened in February 1957. 


This exhibition provoked a Uroad response, although opinions about it were suiie 
contradictory. But one thing became perfectly clear: a bright, unordinary per- 
sonality stood at the threshold of great art. Only a few years after thisexhibit, 
the outstanding Soviet poet Nikolay Tikhonov called Il*ya Glazunov a man of dis- 
turbing, audacious talent and gave the following evaluation of his work: “Il‘'ya 
Glazunov is undoubtedly talented. I believe that he continues in a talented way 
the traditions of Russian national painting. The light approach is alien to hin, 

a subject of his is always deep, sharply delineated; man's inner world is extremely 
important for him...." 


Such words committed him to much. But they have been justified. Today it would be 
impossible to think of our fine arts without the pictures of I. Glazunov "A Russian 
Icarus," “Two Princes," “Prince Igor," "A Russian Beauty," a series of canvases 
dealing with the 600th anniversary of the Battle of Kulikovo or without the bril- 
liant illustrations for the works of Dostoyevskiy, Leskov, Goncharov, Nekrasov and 
other Russian writers or without the portraits of V.I. Lenin and outstanding polit- 
ical figures of contemporaneity, builders of the BAM and Nurek.... He has been 
awarded the high title of USSR People's Artist and is a laureate of the Prize imeni 
D. Neru, the oldest academies of arts of Europe--those of Madrid and Barcelona 
elected him as their honorary member. His exhibitions enjoyed tremendous success 
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in many capitals and cities of Europe as well as in Vietnam, Laos and in Chile un- 
der the people's government of S. Allende.... 


More than 600,000 visitors visited just one of his most recent exhibitions-—-at 
Moscow's Central Exhibition Hall. 


L. Glazunov's work is illuminated with the truth of life and a high feeling of the 
Motherland. 


This feeling in its breadth can be compared with the boundless character of Russian 
expanses and in depth is commensurate with the depth of the being of the Russian 
people and their glorious history. This is where this persistent and inexhaustible 
interest of the author in historical subject matter comes from-—-it is his wish to 
restore and visually to embody decisive moments in the fate of the Motherland. fFor, 
as a well-known truth states-—-to love means to know that it is impossible to love 
what one does not know. 


But a knowledge of history, philosophy, culture of the past is needed not only when 
working in the field of historical subjects. A philosophical interpretation of re- 
ality, historical examination of thought, consideration of the moral and esthetic 
experience of the past constitute essential conditions for the creation of works of 
art even relating to contemporary material. In the work of I. Glazunov, these re- 
quirements are expressed with enviable plenitude. He does not permit himself to 
simply “respond” to this or that phenomenon of contemporary life on the basis of 
fixation of only its external features. He reveals the inner tension of action, 
and creates each composition while basing himself on spiritual values accumulated 
Over many generations, testing today’s affairs and deeds with high ideological, mora. 
and esthetic criteria. For this reason his heroes are those of today building a new 
life while speaking of the past, the present and the future. 


I. Glazunov astounds one with the uniqueness of his way of seeing the world and the 
bright imagery of his compositions. Formalistic investigations and uninspired nat- 
uralism are alien to him. Tne painter sees the way to perfection to lie in the 
continuation and development of realist traditions of Russian art. The many sides 
of the painter's personality are astounding. I. Glazunov in his autobiographical 
book "Doroga k tebe" [The Road to You] discloses a new and unexpected side to us. 
He is disclosed as a master of painting with words, as a man of penetrating obser- 
vation, of graphic, precise language. In depiction of landscapes and people, he is 
able in a few words to create a visual feeling as though of a finished picture. 


And with what love and knowledge does the painter deal with events of Russian his- 
tory and monuments of national culture! The breadth of his broad creative aspira- 
tions stems from this spiritual richness: I. Glazunov is also known as an artist 
of the theater and as the author of architectural projects. On the invitation of 
the Berlin State Opera, he, together with costumery artist, N. Vinogradova-Benua, 
and producer, USSR People’s Artist Boris Pokrovskiy, created productions of "Prin-< 
Igor" and "Queen of Spades.” On the basis of his plan, done in collaboration wi’h 
architect A. Polikarpov, an art museum building in Palekh will be built. He is 

the artistic director of the plans for building the Soviet embassy in Madrid. 
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Faith in the Motherland's bright future, in the transforming power of art and his 
rise to new heights permeates all the painter's many-sided tireless creative and 
public activity. For this reason he devotes tremendous attention to the education 
of creative young people. 


“Patriotism and civic spirit and the highest artistic quality of the works of the 
great Russian artists of the 18th-19th centuries," Il'ya Sergeyevich says,"had a 
solid foundation--a school. A school means a philosophy of life raised to the 
level of mastery. Without a school art is transformed into amateurish activity 
and comes to a dead end."

NEED TO ELEVATE IMPORTANCE OF YOUNG WRITERS 


Young Forces of Literature

{ Text ] Already more than two decades have passed since the time when Leonid 
Sobolev said at the First Founding Congress of the Writers of the Russian Federa- 
tion: "Concern for the creation of our young generation of writers will constitute 
one of the main obligations of the leadership of the new union." 


The young creative generation is confronted with an honorable and responsible task: 
To create new works worthy of our socialist reality, to extend anc perfect the 
most valuable experience of Soviet literature, to reflect the many-sided activity 
of the party, of the entire Soviet people, to tell with inspiration about the 
glorious deeds of our youth, to reveal the spiritual world of the Soviet people-- 
our contemporaries, and to step forward as convinced fighters for the triumph of 
communist ideals. 


On the whole the situation in regard to the publication of the works of the young-- 
the most gifted ones among them--is not bad now. In the large publishing houses, 
special editorial boards have been created to work with the books of the young 
authors. Yet, one does not always encounter qualified editors here. Nevertheless 
it is precisely on these editorial boards that the most experienced, word-sensitive, 
and unselfish editors must work instead of literary failures who are compensating 
for their meager creative potential in literature by obtaining additional opportun- 
ities to publish their works and do translations through their status as editors. 


In the presence of the general favorable picture it is necessary to point out some 
shortcomings. These shortcomings are seen in the careless selections of works for 
publication or the sometimes hurried or, conversely, unjustifiably protracted in- 
troduction of a young author to the reading public. 


At one time, for example, the publication of Yuriy Kuznetsov's "A Distance 
In and Around Me" was delayed. Something similar happened with the prose 
writer A, Kim. For three years now the critics, magazines and, of course, 
readers have evinced much interest in the talented T. Rebrova; publishers 
earerly invite her to their literary evenings, but her books have not yet 


been published. Is this fair when the books of average authors are being 
published? 
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While reading the prose of the young--either in books or periodicals or the 
stream which flows to the editor's office--one is glad that Russian talent 

has not dwindled, that somewhere in the depths of that prose sometimes one or 
more sparks light up which are capable of kindling the fire of creative inspir- 
ation and make you expect something great and significant. Talent is rare and 
the basic condition for the existence of a person in literature. But how inad- 
equate talent alone proves to be in practice for establishing a writer: 


We know quite a few cases in which a slim book of poems or stories or a novella 
may serve as a fairly good advertisement of the future while not revealing seri- 
ous creative potential. These works may remain “visiting cards" for many years 
while the authors do not do better because kind-hearted critics greeted their 
initial efforts as something perfect, as literary phenomena. Is it surprising 
after this that in the Union of Writers there develops a certain category of peo- 
ple full of strength and energy who are constantly in conflict with the journals 
and publishing houses which turn down their dull works, a category of people who 
in the prime of life become dependents of Litfond [Literary Fund]. 


Apparently there is a general error in the system of work with the young writers. 
This work, in point of fact, is carried on to the time when the young author be- 
comes a member of the union. The receipt of a membership card of the USSR Union of 
Writers, as it were, mechanically elevateshin into the rank of the master who under- 
stands all complexities of existence and secrets of the art of the word. The young 
writer after this is left entirely to his own devices, his fate, as it were, no 
longer interests anyone. 


In perfecting the forms and methods of work with young writers, it will obviously 
be necessary in the future to turn attention to this second stage, already inside 
the union. It is no less important than the first. 


If we talk about literature as a whole, its background is reminiscent of a moun- 
tainous locality, where there are plains, plateaus and summits. The prose of 
Vasiliy Belov and Viktor Astaf'ev, Sergey Zalygin and Daniil Granin, Valentin Ras- 
putin and Mikhail Alekseyev, Evgeniy Nosov and Ivan Stadnyuk, Anatoliy Ivanov and 
Petr Proskurin, the poetry of Mikhail Dudin and Rasul Gamzatov, Vladimir Zhukov and 
Mustay Karim, Fedor Sukhov and David Kugul'tinov, Vadim Shefner and Kaysyn Kuliyev 
: I want to name the works of the most recent period which I consider as 
highly artistic; these are: "The House” by Fedor Abramov, “The Shore" by Yuriy 
Bondarev, “And the Day Lasts Longer Than a Century" by Chingiz Aytmatov, and the 
poems of Yegor Isayev "The Distance of Memory" and “The Verdict of Memory". The 
reality of life shown in these works in new artistic quality, shown with the feer- 
lessness and courage of people who are well aware of what great moral and spiritual 
values are being threatened today, where and at what all of our efforts must be 
directed in order to safeguard these values, in order to safeguard life on the 
earth itself against the catastrophies threatening it. 


Against such a background it is not easy for the young writer to show his worth 
and become established in literature, but, on the other hand, it is precisely by 
orienting oneself by the summits that one must build his path into great litera- 
ture if one wants to attain serious success. 


Currently the stream of stories and tales about the village and rural life found 
in the prose of young people shows no signs of drying up. This fact is not of 
itself worthy of criticism. It reflects, of course, the powerful influence of 
the above-mentioned authors, but one cannot fail to take into account also the-- 
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external!-- fact that the problems of the development of the village and 
of agriculture create tension and disturb ai: of us. 


By the way, participating in recent years in some international discussions, J 
sensed a yearning for literature about the countryside on the part of the writers 
and critics of the West. 


The gravitation of many young writers towards rural subjects must not surprise us 
at all. The young Petr Krasnov, not yet having attained the age of thirty, but 
already noticed by readers and critics, succeeded in speaking his unborrowed word 
about the village, without having repeated the venerable predecessors. Very likely 
I car. say the same about Ivan Evseyenko. Our attention must be aroused by some- 
thing else: The fact that many young writers of prose begin with the imitation and 
not with the creative apprenticeship of the masters, and bake, like pancakes, 
variants of the “eccentrics" of Shukshin, the old women of Rasputin, etc, not 
noticing their own contemporaries, today's Pryaslins, not noticing that life has 
posed new problems and that F. Abramov's Mikhail Pryaslin has undergone an evolu- 
tion in character in the 1970's. 


It cannot be said that the young prose writers have avoided dealing with social and 
moral problems. But it is also impossible to say that they occupy their proper 
place in the creative work of the young writers. 


Our publishing dealing with the development of agriculture and the life of the 
village is gathering strength; it is supplied in especially keen and contemporary 
form, in my view, in NASH SOVREMENNIK {Our Contemporary], OKTYABR' [October], NEVA 
[Neva] and LITERATURNAYA ROSSIYA [Literary Russia]. But again, the young publi- 
cists somehow are not visible, it is mostly the experienced veterans, having grown 
gray in battle, who play on this field. The youth, as a rule, links its ambitions 
with the story and the novel, well, at first with the tale, underrating the essay 
and journalistic writings, completely forgetting that these are traditional genres 
of Russian literature not at all shunned by its most outstanding representatives. 
The books and memoirs of L. I. Brezhnev may serve as a remarkable example of party 
journalism. 


It seems to me that we must by every conceivable means support the initiative of 
our council for essay writing and journalism, which holds seminars for young 
essayists and journalists. The journal LITERATURNAYA UCHEBA [Literary Studies] 
undertook and will undertake something along this line. Im particular, we held a 
joint “round table” of the editorial board and the faculty of journclism of Moscow 
State University with the participation of outstanding essayists and journalists. 
Jointly with the Kolkhoz imeni Il'ich of the Lukhovitskiy Rayon of Moskovskaya Ob- 
last, three prizes imeni V. Ovechkin were established for young essayists and 
journalists writing about the problems of development of the Russian Nonchernozem. 


During this year the Literary Institute succeeded for the first time in forming 

a creative seminar for essayists from the new admission. We will hope that all of 
this will bear fruit and turn the attention of the young writers to important, 
energetic and forceful genres of literature. 
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I believe it is not necessary to present special proof that the experience of 

essay writing and journalism, important and necessary in itself, serves as a fine 
school for the writer and in the creation of large works, a novel, for example, or 
a story. The direct, first-hand contiguity with the concrete facts and events of 
will help the young to free themselves from literary reminiscenses and from repeti- 
tions. 


It is time to reconsider, to make more flexible the demands of publishing houses 
and journals to young writers, to orient them towards a creative, contemporary 
approach to the comprehension of the social and moral problems of our life. Then, 
in the artistic diversity, perhaps, a literary personage will arise, a type that 
will embody partially, to a greater or lesser extent, the ideal of our time. 


The same thing, it goes without saying, we expect also from prose about the working 
class, about the intelligentsia, and about the youth engaged in study. . . Here 
the power of inertia does not hang over the young writers because the immediately 
preceding experience did not exert such a strong influence on them. 


In recent times I have had to express myself a number of times exceedingly criti- 
cally about contemporary poetry. Evidently many agree that in our time it is 
strongly inferior to prose in its influence on the reader. But this is not the 
Issue. I am ready to name the names of outstanding poets who today find themselves 
in a fine time of creative maturity, write remarkable poems, publish books and col- 
lections of works. I am talking about the lowering of the social and civil fervor 
of poetry, about its--to see it as a whole--certain pacification, uniformity, 
evening pensiveness. There is a lack of wrestling of passions, scale of thought, 
world vision, and keen feeling of our contemporary era, of the kind of thing by 
which Vladimir Mayakovskiy changed our conception of the poet and poetry. 


We must not forget that of which the 26th CPSU Ce~gress reminded us once again: 
"The Party was not and cannot be indifferent to the ideological direction of our 
art." And, you know, this is also the position of our reader, the serious reader, 
who opens a book not only with the desire to enjoy the art of the word, but also 
with the desire to extract a moral lesson for himself, to enrich himself spiritu- 
ally. 


The poetry background of our literature, in the presence of miny talented and even 
very talented artists, nevertheless is somewhat uniform since poetry, it seems to 
me, echoes the events of inner and world significance more obscurely. This uni- 
formity and a certain orderliness also distinguish the poems of the young poets. 
Among them are exceedingly gifted ones, sometimes giving hopes with their first 
published works. In the lyrical character which takes shape today--if one has 

in view the positive experience of poetry development--his attraction to the soil, 
his love of the soil, of the fatherland, his patriotic feeling and national pride 
are perhaps perceptible above all--and this is fine. 


The other day a guest meeting of the secretariat of the RSFSR Union of Writers 
took place in Voronezh, at a session of which questions relating to the work with 
young writers were discussed. This agenda was no coincidence. Neither was it a 
coincidence that leading writers of Russia, who had took part in the discussion, 
participated with interest, not smoothing over the existing acute problems. 
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Every year constantly new young writers make themselves known with works about con- 
temporary life, and every year brings to readers the joy of the encounter with books 
heated with the breath of youth, with young passion. Is not the tomorrow of 
literature, its future, in this, in the constant renewal of literature, the constant 
flow of fresh forces and young talents into it! 


Formation of Young Writers

[Text] From Vladimir came a package addressed to me. The author sent his book 
with an obliging autograph. 


Although this book, composed of small tales and stories, is the author's first, to 
call him a young writer will hardly be appropriate: He, like myself, is already 
past forty, but the main thing is that the collection contains serious works with 
respect to subject matter and artistic principles. 


This book at once compelled me to recall the stormy, holiday-elated and at the same 
time exacting and tough discussions, debates and conversations in the atmosphere of 
which the 7th All-Union Conference of Young Writers took place. Among the partici- 
pants of the seminar, of which I was one of the leaders, was the author of the 
future collection, who had come from Voronezh. How he and one other age-cohort of 
his from Krasnodar succeeded in "penetrating" the conference of the young, by- 
passing the barrier of age limitation (only those were admitted who had not turned 
thirty-five), I do not know. Most likely this was a last desperate attempt, when 
they put up a stake: Either--or. . . but if they only will see me, listen to me, 
and discuss my things! 


The manuscripts of these comrades received a most detailed assessment at the 
seminar, and if it happened before that among our "five" leaders, wisely directed 
by the elder among us--Vasiliy Bykov, there was not always complete unanimity of 
opinions on one or another work being discussed, here we reached agreement at 
once. Exchanging impressions later, I remember, we lamented the fact that some- 
where “in [high] places" they do not always treat our beginning writers with the 
necessary understanding and solicitude, frequently they compel even the capable 
authors, who have proved themselves well in creativity, to go “to the boys" until 
they have gray hair at the temples. 


And here is one book, published by “Sovremennik"--and before me is a second one, 
a novel by the fellow from Krasnodarsk--to be published by the same publisher, 
whose nature, I will note, it is to discover new names in literature. 


I remember how at the same All-Union Conference it was said that for a writer 
there is no more fascinating and noble task than the discovery of a truly heroic 
character in daily reality. I remembered the words of the critic Kuznetsov: 

7 in order for the writer not to walk past the hero in life, he must hear 
him morally, hurt from his trials and tribulations, rejoice in his joys, he must 
at least be equal to his hero in terms of the level of his political, social, 
and civil self-consciousness." 
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And this “at least", used with caution, is very justified here. First of all, the 
words are addressed to the young writer who has embarked on the creative path, who 
is going to have to perfect himself persistently in professional practices; second- 
ly, we are talking about a true hero, the bearer of the spiritual values of the 
epoch, an active fighter for progressive ideas, exalted in his moral and ethical 
searches, and, finally, an individual preoccupied with the state. . . And to under- 
stand such a personality, to represent it in a work in its full stature, with all 
peculiarities, which at times seem contradictory, that only an author can do whose 
talent allows him to feel deeply and to realize the deepest, future-directed moral 
discoveries of our socialist society. 


To be ona level] with that kind of hero of his--does not mean for a young writer 
to follow on his heels, but to be able to see together with him the perspective of 
the century, to go farther by himself, to the artistic exposure and affirmation of 
the most serious, socially significant questions. It is no problem if the author 
just marks time on petty themes and remains an apprentice, showing no signs of 
growth despite every encouragement. No one is dragged by the ears into literature-- 
literature is the kind of work which demands one's whole strength and spiritual 
energy, as well as a--forgive the epithet--brutish capacity for work. But when a 
writer through his first stories and tales demonstrates that he is “on a level with 
his hero," is able to show him without indifference, and possesses indubitable 
abilities, 4nd when this writer is not noticed for a long time and is not received 


where he ought to be received, he, like a lone craftsman, 
rushes with his manuscript from door to door, losing his spiritual balance and 


perhaps his faith in himself and in his work--this already develops into a problem. 
let*> loca ac some recent events: 


Telling me how in the frosty snows and high-water quick grounds they "raised" 
structures weizhing thousands of tons, how quickly and reliably the industrial 
giant was built on che unstable swamps and wild marshes of the 

northern Taiga, how many examples of selflessness and non-ostentatious heroism 
there were, the secretary of the party committee of Syktyvkarskiy Lumber Industry 
Complex imeni Leninskiy Komsomol, Vladilen Nikolayevich Vaneyev noted with a sigh: 


"Do you know what I regret? That among those who erected the complex no writer 
from the ranks of the workers turned up. They experienced such days--every one of 
them could form the basis for a separate chapter in a story or novel. 


Our conversation was then joined by the general secretary of the Lumber Industry 
Complex, Nikolay Nikolayevich Balin, whose judgments, remarks and rejoinders re- 
vealed a person not only well-read, but someone who attentively follows the con- 
temporary literary process. Our dream to have “our” writer develop in the enter- 
prise, he said, is not of a consumer nature, we do not want to read personally 
about ourselves--so much is written about us in the press, we are not treated badly 
with attention. . . We are expecting a talented, sensible book on the “plant” 
subject, without the sort of scheme in the subject which already made the readers’

mouths sore: Here is the innovator--there is the conservative, here is the pro- 
gressive method--there is routine. On such pages the human spirit, the feelings 

of the individual are joined to production matters and questions, like merely cer- 
tain additional stimuli--and that is all! And really if there is love, then the 
woman must unfailingly choose: Yielding to inclination, leaving for the handsome 
frontline worker or, being obedient to duty, remain with the disgraced conservative, 
in order to help him recognize his mistakes, stand on his feet. . . It would not 
be out of place to ask such an author: Does his beloved, when he “winds up" a weak 
story or play, also quickly leave him for a more successful “author"? 


This is how we talked then, and I, deliberately, it goes without saying, refer to 
what I heard and what I recall there, in Syktyvkar. 


It was precisely this conversation, during which it became suddenly and unexpected- 
ly clear that in the plant environment they “long for" their own, home-grown writer 
(such a curious symbol of our time!) and the collection here received from Vladimir 
lead me to the reflection: Why, for all that, the young prose writer (as we fre- 
quently call him, but better said--the writer who enters the world of literature 
with his first publications and his first book) has noticeably “aged” during the 
past few years? And we do not need statistics. It is sufficient to leaf through 
the journals which introduce new names of authors and to examine the collections 

of tales and stories representing an author hitherto unknown to the readers to 
become convinced: Those who are not thirty years old are rare. 


Besides, we can turn directly to statistics. At a guest session of the secretariat 
of the management of the RSFSR Union of Writers which recently took place in Voro- 
nezh, the following data were cited: The Union of Writers of Russia has now 4,411 
members, among them there are only 128 who are under age 35, i. e., 2.9 percent! 
Here are prose writers and poets, playwrights and critics--representatives, all in 
all, of all literary genres. 

One can see this “aging” also in the creative association of prose writers of the 
Moscow writers’ organization. At a regular meeting of the bureau of the associa- 
tion, we examine each time eight to ten acceptance files. Those who are young in 
age are the exception. But who is among the candidates? The famous producer. 


a corresponding member of the Academy of Sciences. . . a colorel. . . an assistant 
to a minister. . . a director of a large enterprise. .. All, vaturally, with 
books composed of articles, essays, “memoir-type" stories. ‘“Authorship"™ for the 


majority of these comrades, each of whom has given up many years t? conquer the 
peaks of his basic profession and has become an authoritative and useful worker 

in it, is already an element of prestige, as it were. Here, they say, I have in 

the main achieved everything, and now there is the possibility and tine "to write™-- 
they say, I've had a certain success, perhaps I can turn my hand to writing. 

But what are the reasons for the “late ripening" of the prose writers of today? 
Why are there few of them under age thirty or slightly past thirty who past the 
admission commissions of the writers’ organizations? To oome up with a simple 
answer here is hardly possible. Among these reasons, probably, are those which 
are determined by the character of the very time in which we live, by its high 
exactingness. Determined also by the socio-national regularities which are dif- 
ficult to discover even by specialists in literature who have become accustomed 
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to “internecine” arguments. We know that suddenly during certain years the genre 
of the story flourishes in an unprecedented way; then--when there is a slump in 
interest for the story--the renaissance of the novel ensues, the great narrative, 
with gravitation towards the epic sound; and somewhere, ‘in a flash", as if 
illuminated by one long-awaited and sudden light, the “stars” of poetry rise on the 
sky of poetry--a whole galaxy of names, after which there is once again calm . 


This is the way it is. But there are, however, also visible reasons. Given their 
“habitualness", they do not appear to be extraordinary, that is why our attention 
has become dull towards them. 


One of them, which has been the subject of frequent discussion in the press and at 
writers’ congresses, is the excessively long road from manuscript to book. In the 
case of te professional writer who is well-known to the staff members of the pub- 
lishing house, who are well-disposed towards fim and his work, a minimum of two, 
three or four years pass from the moment that he puts the manuscript down on the 
editor's desk and the time when it, having successfully overcome all the links of 
the publishing house “machine”, hits the counters. But in the case of a novice 
this time period most often drags out to five or six years. But,as a rule, the 
Union of Writers dors not admit people with one published book, they must wait for 
the appearance of the second or third book. Year after year and, you see, already 
ten years have accumulated--here it is and there is gray hair at the temples. 


But where have the “little libraries" of all kinds (libraries of stories, short nar- 
ratives, “leaflets” under the name of "Young Voices", etc.) vanished, which were 

in vogue in the publishing practice of the 1960's? These inexpensive and “mobile™ 
publications made it possible to acquaint a wide circle of readers with a new 
author relatively quickly, after his very first journal publications. Now the 
prose writer, who has timidly opened the door of the publisher's office with a 
small manuscript running to five or six author's sheets, is told: “You have very 
little thus far, we publish only thick books. ." In connection with this I would 
like to mention with a good word the journal MOLODAYA GVARDIYA, which has begun to 
publish an appendix, “its little library", of small format and volume, in which 
beginning authors will be published. For the time being it is difficult to talk 
about their quality: We shall see what we shall see, the undertaking at the 

moment is at the very beginning, but the intention of the journal is really worth- 
while and beneficial. 


And if it were not for the weekly LITERATURNAYA ROSSIYA, faithful to the rule of 
supporting without fail the rubric "A New Name" and “Let Us Continue Our Acquaint- 
ance” in its pages, then, leafing through our thin journals, one could think: 
Really and truly disappeared, the young story-teller “has pined away"; it is only 
for this reason, surely, “because of the great need", that in these journals, 
issue after issue, the stories and novels of ‘Nistinguished' authors are published 
with endless continuation, so that when one work is not yet finished, a new one 
is launched with Leginning pieces, again for a month or two or three, and this is 
how it goes the whole year. The whole journal, thus, from fragments and scraps! 
But, you know, at one time, we remember, a decade and a half or two ago, it was 
precisely the thin journals, in particular OGONEK, which were the cradle of the 
short contemporary story, they were the first to discover for the readers the 
young, who with a loud and confident voice announced themselves in Russian novel 
writing: Sergey Nikitin from Vladimir, the Muscovite Yuriya Kazakov, Nikolay 
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Voronov and Stanislav Meleshin from the Urals, Anatoliy Tkachenko from Sakhalin, 
the Muscovite Georgiy Semenov, and some others. Or have the journals now also 
“aged" and forgotten to listen to young voices? 


With reluctance, for the most part in a condescending tone, on the level of hasty 
annotations, our critics write about the first books of the prose writers. With 
what kind of incomprehensible short-sightedness it stubbornly calls writers “voung" 
who behind their shoulders have already five to ten books to their credit. What 

is more, in the “ircn ring” of such “young” the same list of names is included 

in article after article. 


Questions, questions. 


In the pages of periodical publications for writers discussions are perpetually 
started which deal with literary problems. Some of them are distinguished by 
depth and are interesting in regard to their form and content; others are similar 
to the shedding of the leaves in the fall: A great deal of noise--and no use. 

But if there were, let us say, a discssion on the following subject: "Why is the 
young writer not young?"--these articles in the literary press would be both time- 
ly and useful. Ina key that a thorough discussion can take place both of the 
successes and the positive experience in local writers’ organizations in regard to 
work with the young writers ard the important problems existing here, which have 
arisen in the movement of life iacself and have been set by the time. You know, 
the lines of the well-known party document, adopted five years ago by the CPSU 
Central Committee--the decree "On Work with Creative Youth"--retain their timeli- 
ness, as before, for all of us.

LIFE IN CITY AND COUNTRYSIDE COMPARED 
Vilnius SOVETSKAYA LITVA in Russian 31 Jan 82 p 4 
[Article by L. Voskresenskiy: "City and Village: The Quality of Life Is Equal"] 


[Text] Where to live -- in the city or the village? Many millions 
of people in the country are posing this question, and more than 
4.5 million people annually set out on a journey from the village 
to the city or from the city to a village when they have made 
their choice and decided. 


Changing one's living surroundings is a matter no less risky 

and psychologically difficult than, for example, changing 

one's profession or settling down as a married man. Essentially 
a man is making a sharp change in his personal fate. In the 
final analysis, the fate of the country also depends to no 
small degree on these individual and particularly personal 
decisions taken in toto. 


A second demographic slump, which has arisen as a result of the 
events of the Forties, is now taking place. It is known that 
the victory over German fascism was achieved by our people at 

a great cost -- 20 million human lives. The birth rate fell 
during the Forties, and the influx of people, who were enter- 
ing into active life, decreased correspondingly by the end 

of the Seventies. The reduction in the influx of labor resources 
is one of the factors which is complicating the present econo- 
mic development of the country. Industry and construction -- 
in a word, the urban sphere of labor -- is experiencing an ever 
sharper need for working hands. The village has actualiy 
become the only source for replenishing the urban contingent 

of workers. However, the village also needs working hands. 


What The Statistics Say 


The population of the USSR reached 267.7 million people on 1 July 1981, about 98 
million of them were rural inhabitants. The agricultural population, that is, 
those working on kolkhozes and sovkhozes together with their dependents, children, 
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pensioners, etc., is 63.7 million people. More than 24 million people are direct- 
ly engaged in agricultural production. 


Ten years ago the proportion of urban and rural population looked differently: 
243.9 million (USSR as a whole) composed of 138.8 (urban) and 105.1 (village). 


As we see, the rural population is actually decreasing, but not because its natur- 
al growth is decreasing. As a rule the birthrate in villagesis higher than in a 
city, the death rate in both is identical, and the life expectancy of rural inhab- 
itants -- in any case -- is no less than in the cities. The decrease in the rural 
population is the result of migration. 


During the Seventies, almost 3.1 million people migrated annually from the villages 
to the city; there was a counterflow of approximately 1.5 million. Thus, the 
annual migration balance was 1.6 million people. 


As a result, the rural population decreased by seven million people during the 
ten years despite an active natural growth, and the contingent of those engaged in 
the economy's agricultural sector decreased by a million workers. 


Scientific and technical progress and the increase in labor productivity in the 
rural economy (by 15 percent during 1976 - 1980) has compensated the village for 
the losses in manpower. However, has it done so fully? 


Speaking generally, the decrease in the contingent of those engaged in the rural 
economy with the simultaneous growth in productivity is an indicator of the inten- 
sity »f the country's development. The Soviet Union has still not achieved those 
proportions in the distribution of manpower between branches, which are typical 

of countries with a highly developed industry and agriculture; and therefore, the 
migration from the village to the city is a justified and natural phenomenon. 


The Geography of Demographics 


The density of the rural population in various republics is extremely different. 
For example, it reaches 150-200 people per square kilometer on the oases of 
central Asia, 70 in fruitful and warm Moldavia, 20 - 30 in the Ukraine and Belo- 
russia, 10 -20 in the Baltic republics, and 3-5 people in the livable zones of 
Siberia and the Far East. 


The rates of natural increase of the rural population are just as unequal. For 
example, a rural family having three - four children is considered a large family 
in the Ukraine or in Russia, but six - seven children is a normal phenomenon in 
an Uzbek family. 


From a demographic respect, the most satisfactory regions of the country are 
Estonia, Latvia, a large part of the Ukraine, Moldavia, the European scuth of the 
Russian Federation ( the steppes along the banks of the Kuban', Don and Terek), 
the Transcaucasus, the southern part of Kazakhstan, and also the environs of such 
large cities as Moscow, Leningrad or Alma-Ata. The villages in these areas, in 
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giving up part of their inhabitants to the city, have compensated almost complete- 
ly for the losses in manpower at the expense of other regions. Here and there, 
the number of rural inhabitants is decreasing; but here and there it is even 
growing -- however, within permissible limits. 


What Does the Migration Barometer Show? 


An analysis of the migration processes during the second half of the Seventies 
when compared with those during the first half shows that the situation on the 
whole is beginning to change for the better. 


Favorable changes are being observed in the Nonchernozem Zone of the RSFSR. 
After the state special purpose program for the complete development of this 
region's agriculture began to be implemented, the absolute outflow of the rural 
population was diminished and the percentage of migration losses was reduced in 
each of the 29 administrative oblasts and autonomous republics of the Russian 
Nonchernozem Zone. 


During the middle of the Seventies the number of those arriving in Siberia 
exceeded the number of those leaving. The situation in the Siberian village 
improved. 


The outflow of people from Belorussia has been sharply decreased. Arrivals 
exceed the departures of people from Central Asia. 


Finally, the intensity of the outflow from villages has been considerably lessened 
for the country as a whole, although it has not been reduced to the optimum level. 


As we see, the changes have affected the most vulnerable -- from a demographic 
viewpoint -- regions. Although it is impossible to think that the migration 
processes in Central Asia, in some rayon of Siberia and Kazakhstan and espec- 
ially in the Chernozem area of the RSFSR have been completely normalized. 


Nevertheless, it is possible to state that the evidence of the migration baro- 
meter unequivocally testifies to the correctness of the policy which the Soviet 
state is following in the village. 


The Bringing Together of Work and Living Conditions 


Soviet agrarian policy provides for two interconnected goals: The growth in 
the productivity and -- at the same time -- an increase in the standard of living 
of the rural population. 


The incomes of rural inhabitants have sharply increased recently, especially 
after March 1965 when the program for the intensification of agriculture was 
put into operation. However, it is not only a matter of the size of earnings. 
The main thing is that the quality of life in rural areas is drawing near to 
urban standards. 
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This was reflected in the Basic Directions of the Social Economic Deve lopment 
of the Ccuntry During the Eighties," which were adopted by the 26th CPSU Congress, 
and in the Five -year plan for the years 1981 - 1985. 


For example, the volume of sales of personal services will increase approximately 
1.4 - 1.5 -fold for the country as a whole; however, higher volumes are being 
provided fcr in rural areas. 


The program for housing construction is extensive (to construct housing with an 
overall area of 530 - 540 million square meters); however, workers in newly 
created enterprises and the inhabitants of areas,which are being developed, 

and of rural areas must be provided with housing first. The opportunities for 
the individual construction of dwelling houses are being expanded in the village. 


A lot of attention is being devoted to expanding the rural population's facilities 
with various types of transportation. 


One of the most important reserves for the growth of the Soviet economy during the 
Eighties is the economic, rational and effective use of all existing resources: 
Labor, fixed capital, fuel, raw materials, and the output of the fields and farms. 
It is no secret that we must now economize literally in everything. In particular, 
the state no longer has the capability of increasing the proportion of investments 
in the agrarian sphere (they have reached 27 percent of the investments in all 

the branches of the national economy). However, in trying to achieve a policy of 
savings, the state does not consider it possible to economize on expenditures 

which have the goal of raising the quality of the rural population's life. 


In carrying out the policy to draw living and work conditions in the village and 
the city closer together, our state is searching for ways to regulate internal mig- 
ration and to optimize the distribution of manpower between the branches of the 
national economy without damaging any one of them. 


This is one of the clear examples of using the social factors of economic growth 
in the practices of the Eighties.

AZERBAIJAN SSR SUPREME SOVIET PRESIDIUM MEETING 
Baku BAKINSKIY RABOCHIY in Russian 31 Dec 81 p 2 


[Information item: "A Meeting in the Presidium of the Supreme Soviet 
Azerbaijan SSR"] 


[Text] A regular meeting of the Presidium of the Supreme Soviet Azerbaijan SSR 
has taken place under the chairmanship of comrade K. A. Khalilov. 


According to comrade K. ... Khalilov, the meeting examined the question of the 
results of the fulfillment of the plan of basic measures which was mapped out for 
execution in the Supreme Soviet Azerbaijan SSR for this year, and the work plan 
for 1982. 


The Presidium discussed the course of the fulfillment by the ispolkoms of the 
Lenkoran City and the Tauzskiy Rayon Soviets of People's Deputies of the decree 
of the CC of the Communist Party of Azerbaijan, the Supreme Soviet Azerbaijan SSR, 
and the republic's Council of Ministers "On a Further Increase in the Role of the 
Soviet of People's Deputies in Economic Construction." It was noted that in 
executing this decree the executive committees of these soviets under the leader- 
ship of local party agencies have carried out a number of organizational measures 
aimed at a further strengthening of the role of the soviets in economic construc- 
tion and an improvement of the executive committees’ own work in the light of 

the demands that the 26th CPSU Congress and the 30th Congress of the Communist 
Party of Azerbaijan and the statements contained in the speeches by comrade 

L. I. Brezhnev on the fundamental issues of the party's economic policy and of 
work by the soviets. 


However, the ispolkoms of the Lenkoran City and Tauzskiy Rayon Soviets of People's 
Deputies have not brought about the realization of a number of very important 
points in this decree. In particular, substantiated proposals on the transfer to 
local subordination of enterprises located on their territories whose output is 
used primarily to meet the needs of the populations of these soviets, or of 
neighboring rayons, have not been developed and have not been presented to the 
appropriate superior agencies. 


There has been no practical implementation of the very important principles in 
accordance with which the Title Lists of construction projects, regardless of 
their departmental subordination, which deal with the construction of resi- 
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dential houses, municipal, cultural and domestic, and environmental protection 
facilities are subject to being agreed to by the executive committees of the 

rayon and city (republic subordination) Soviets of People's Deputies at the loca- 
tion sites of the construction projects in order to coordinate their construction 
by expenditures and commissioning schedules with the construction of production 
purpose facilities. These questions were not brought up for discussion at sessions 
of the soviets and at the meeting of the ispolkom, and a plan of practical 
measures to realize them has not been worked out. 


In the decree which was adopted the ispolkoms of the Lenkoran City and Tauzskiy 
Rayon Soviets of People's Deputies, and also the ispolkoms of all of the rayon 

and city (republican subordination) soviets of the republic are given concrete 
commissions on the practical implementation of the points contained in the decree 
of the CC of the Communist Party of Azerbaijan, the presidium of the Supreme 

Soviet Azerbaijan SSR, and the Council of Ministers of the republic "On a Further 
Increase in the Role of the Soviets of People's Deputies in Economic Construction." 


The chairman of the Commission on Public Education and Science of the Supreme 

Soviet Azerbaijan SSR, the deputy I. A. Ibragimov, delivered a report at the meeting 
of the Presidium containing information on the state of the training of qualified 
worker cadres by the educational institutions of the State Committee for Voca- 
tional and Technical Education of the Azerbaijan SSR. 


During the examination of this question it was noted that during the years of the 
10th Five-Year Plan the republic's vocational and technical schools were graduated 
from by 256,000 young men and women who obtained qualifications in 223 occupations. 
Quite a bit has been done to develop the network of vocational and technical 
schools, to expand their profiles, and to improve the quality of the training of 
the new labor shift. 


In addition to this, attention was called to the fact that there are serious 
shortcomings in the training of qualified worker cadres in the republic. Thus, 
the specialist training plans which are established by the State Committee for 
Vocational and Technical Education for its subordinate educational institutions 
are frequently greatly overstated compared to the needs of enterprises, which 
makes it difficult to find jobs for the specialists in accordance with the 
occupations they have received. In a number of cases enterprises have taken 
several times fewer graduates of vocational and technical schools than they 
themselves agreed upon in their requisitions. Every year a substantial number 
of graduates of the day schools who are assigned to industrial enterprises and 
construction organizations do not arrive at their destinations. Sometimes the 
professional level of the training of worker cadres leaves something better to be 
desired. 


Poor vocational orientation work, the lack of the necessary attention by the 
administration and public organizations of enterprises and construction projects 
to making young people permanent in production, and also frequent cases of vio- 
lations of the established procedure and of the granting of privileges to the 
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graduates of vocational and technical schools leads to the fact that labor turn- 
over among them is higher than among workers of the older ages. Unfortunately, 
the State Committee for Vocational and Technical Education and the ministries and 
departments are not making a deep study of the reasons for this situation and are 
not taking the necessary measures to eliminate them. The material and technical 
base of the vocational and technical schools lags sharply behind the present 
technical level of the economy. The educational institutions of the State Com- 
mittee for Vocational and Technical Education do not have enough modern machinery, 
mechanisms, tractors, and metal-working machine tools, which lowers the level of 
the students’ mastery of practical knowledge. Often worker cadres are trained in 
isolation from production conditions. Many rural vocational and technical schools 
do not have their own land plot, or have very saline land at their disposal. 
Despite the shortage of standard educational buildings, year after year the plans 
for the construction of new vocational and technical schools of the State Committee 
for Vocational and Technical Education are not fulfilled. 


There are important miscalculations in the selection and placement of cadres of 
teachers and production training experts. To a definite degree this is a result 
of the fact that the training of teachers and experts for the vocational and 
technical educational system is not performed in the public's higher and secondary 
specialized educational institutions. 


During the course of the discussion of this issue serious defects were also pointed 
out in the political educational and mass cultural work among the students of 

the vocational and technical schools with the result that there are frequent 
instances of violations of study and labor discipline and of law and order. 


In the decree which has been adopted the State Committee for Vocational and 
Technical Education and the republic's ministries and departments have been given 
commissions aimed at improving the training of young worker cadres in the light of 
the tasks facing the republic in the llth Five-Year Plan. 


An examination was also conducted on the question of the work of the commissions 
for the affairs of minors and of the observation commissions attached to the 
ispolkoms of the Nasiminskiy Rayon (Baku) and Yevalkhskiy City and Rayon Soviets 
of People's Deputies, and other questions on which the appropriate decrees were 
adopted.

UZBEK PEOPLE'S CONTROL COMMITTEE ON CONSTRUCTION 
Tashkent PRAVDA VOSTOKA in Russian 16 Jan 82 p 3 
[Article: "The Thorny Path of an Automatic Telephone Exchange" ] 


[Text] The committee noted that the ministries of communications, construction, 
and land improvement and water resources Uzbek SSR, the Glavtashkentstroy, the 
"Sredaztransstroy" Trust, and the Tashkent Construction and Installation Adminis- 
tration of the “Soyuztelefonstroy" Trust have not been satisfactorily fulfilling 
the established assignments for the construction and commissioning of communica- 
tions facilities. Every year they fail to make use of the appropriations which 
are allocated for these purposes, and they do not stay within the normed con- 
struction schedules. 


During the past two years more than 24 million rubles were appropriated for the 
development of the means of communication in Tashkent. Only two-thirds of the 
allocated resources were used. Stations with a capacity of 13,700 numbers were 
not put into opcration. 


When they build communications facilities many construction organizations do not 
show concern for high work quality, and unfinished jobs are not completed for 
years. Thus, the Ministry of Land Improvement and Water Resources Uzbek SSR was 
supposed to commission the building of the automated telephone station-74 last 
year. But to this day work has not been completed on energy supplies, ventilation, 
water supply, heat supplies, and plumbing. The construction of a building for 

the automated telephone station-58 in Sergeliyskiy Rayon which was begun by the 
"Sredaztransstroy" Trust five years ago has still not been completed. 


But the biggest debtor is the Glavtashkentstroy. Last year the construction and 
installation work plan was not fulfilled at a single one of the seven communica- 
tions facilities being built by it. Construction is being performed unsatisfac- 
torily by Trust No. 11 on a post office and radio-television transmitting 

station. For the fourth year construction completion schedules are being missed 
on the base amplifier station on the Severnyy Ob"yekt Tract which is being conducted 
by Construction Trust No. 4, and which today is not ready for commissioning. 


For two years the new building of the automated telephone exchange-42 which was 
built by the 159th trust has been in use. But to this day it has not been 
accepted with a deed from the state commission because the construction workers 
have not removed work left undone. 
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The committee has pointed out to the first deputies of the Ministries of Construc- 
tion and Land Improvement and Water Resources Uzbek SSR comrades Abbaskhanov and 
Kadyrov, and to the first deputy chief of Glavtashkentstroy the lack of discipline 
and the slow construction and commissioning of communications capacities in 
Tashkent. 


In view of the fact that the Tashkent City Committee for People's Control has inm- 
posed punishments on the managers of Trusts Nos. 4 and 159 comrades Akhmedov and 
Tulyaganov for serious shortcomings in the organization of construction work, the 
republic committee limited itself to a warning. 


For failing to commission the automated telephone exchange-54/55 and line instal- 
lations, and also a number of other communications facilities,.the chief of the 
Tashkent Construction and Installation Administration of the “Soyuztelefonstroy"™ 
Trust comrade Sergachev has been given a reprimand. 


The leaders of the Ministry of Communications and of the Main Administration for 
Capital Construction of the Tashkent gorispolkom had their attention called to 
the lack of supervision of plan fulfillment and the quality of construction and 
installation work.

PARTY MEMBER DEFENDS RIGHT TO VOTE ‘NO'

Oblast): “Why Did I Vote ‘Against'?"] 


[Text] At an open party meeeting which had discussed the results of our design 
organization's work, I voted against the resolution. I turned out to be the only 
one. It meant that I'd opposed myself to the other communists. It's not easy 
to find oneself in such a situation. I won't discuss my feelings. I do, how- 
ever, think it necessary to explain my stand: behind it lay long observations, 
reflections about the life of our party organization, its activities and the 
quality of work. 


In my view, a meeting's resolution must be judged according to its party spirit, 
that is, whose interests it reflects--national, popular interests defined by 
party directives, or parochial, departmental interests prompted by a kind of 
group egoism. After all, it does happen that even in a party collective one 
can find defenders of such interests, and the main thing in such cases is not 
to let them set the rules. In our institution, it seems to me, the egoism of 
such people, who have managed to subordinate other communists to their inter- 
ests, has lately been taking the upper hand. For that reason I feel that the 
decisions being passed are not aimed at the unswerving and effective implemen- 
tation of party directives; on the contrary, they as it were legalize the old 
order, which was so convenient for a trouble-free existence. 


I recall, for instance, ovr discussion of how to save energy resources. What 
should it have been about? Apparently, about how the projects we draw up pro- 
vide for savings of heat, fuel and electric power, what keeps us from suggest ing 
the most economic solutions and reducing power intensity wherever possible. But 
no, the debate was sidetracked to why the heating system of our building is poorly 
regulated. Of course, you can, as they say, “dance” from there: we spend three 
times more energy than we should: on the upper floors it's too hot, we open win- 
dows and let the heat out into the street; on the lower floors we freeze and turn 
on electric heaters. Bad management, in short! 


But for some reason no one recalled that the building's heating system had been 
designed by our own technical sanitation department, that the low quality of the 
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design is a reflection of the department's style and level of work, that the mis- 
management built into the design wasn't accidental either: it stems from the 
negligence and irresponsibility of our employees. The resolution states: to set 
up a commission with instruction to set the heating right. In other words, the 
whole force and prestige of the party organization's collective will was targeted 
on the solution of an isolated everyday question reflecting the narrow, purely 
consumer interests of the collective. Incidentally, in the 2 years since the 
heating commission was set up it has achieved nothing. Can such a decision be 
considered truly principled? 


Or take such a fact. On the eve of preholiday workdays collective “lunches” are 
often organized. As a rule, there are drinks. Then everyone proceeds to a 
solemn meeting, which is followed by singing and dancing until the end of the 
workday. After that, when everyone is merry and relaxed, they all go home. I, 
for one, consider this impermissible and blasphemous: turning work into feast. 
But, I'm told, it’s done everywhere now. Not everywhere, I venture. In any 
case, It's something for the party organization to think about. At one meeting, 
where we were discussing strengthening ideological and educational work, I de- 
nounced the practice of holiday lunches. But neither the management nor the party 
bureau supported my appeal. Nor did the meeting: it's resolution contained not a 
word about this unseemly practice. In fact, I saw condemnation in the eyes of 
many: look at that goody-goody speaking out.... 


At the meeting where I voted "No" the question had been that we hadn't fulfilled 
our profit plan. We had economized on wages, but then irresponsibility and waste 
had reduced the savings to naught due to overexpenditure on another item: 
“Expenditure of materials for production.” It would seem that logic should sug- 
gest that the communists must concentrate their attention on fostering thrift 
and responsibility and rally all efforts for the fulfillment of the profit plan. 
But no, once again the initiative was taken by those who think of their own good 
rather thanthat of the community. They suggested including an item in the reso- 
lution which would denounce, not waste but wage savings. I couldn't remain 
silent and insisted on its deletion. But even so, my own suggestion to oblige 
communists--chiefs of departments to personally control the expenditure of 
materials was not supported and the resolution was purely declarative and non- 
obligatory in nature. I was therefore compeled to vote “against" it as against 
a half-measure.... 


Why do philistine attitudes sometimes prevail in our organization? I wouldn't 
undertake to list all the reasons, but there is one I'd like to single out. I 
think that “number mania" has become much too widespread nowadays and the state 
of affairs is judged not according to actual accomplishments but according to 
their appearance as reflected in an index, in a percentage point. Accordingly, 
a leader, including a party leader, is regarded as more capable if he can “pro- 
duce" the right number, flash an index, create an appearance of well-being. For 
a long time I didn't venture to raise my voice against the majority: I felt awk- 
ward about setting myself in opposition to the collective. But then I realized 
that it was wrong to confuse the collective with a group: a collective is an 
association of people inspired by a common lofty purpose, but what we have so 
far is simply a production group with misconceived goals and notions. Many of 
our communists think like I do, but they prefer to be silent so as to appear 
nice to all. But I refuse to! The honor of a communist is more to me than 
friendship with those who besmirch it. I vote against them.

INTERNATIONALIZATION OF STUDENTS CONCERN OF ‘ROUNDTABLE’ 
Tallinn MODODEZH ESTONII in Russian 13 Jan 82 p 2 


[Article by A. Zaytseva who conducted the discussion: "It Is Impossible To 
Change the Place of the Meeting"] 


[Text] Let us stipulate right away that the “Roundtable” at 
which we have assembled ten interested persons today, is part- 
icularly relative. These conversations with the competent 
people took place at the various tab’es and at various times. 
However, you see, neither the place nor the time of a meeting 
but the common task -- the common prob'em -- in whose solu- 
tion they are engaged, unites people in the final analysis. 
The question concerns the international indoctrination of 
school boys, the system of contacts between peers in a 

school which trains them in the Russian and Estonian lang- 


uages. 


E. I. Vyari, inspector of schools for the Estonian SSR Ministry of Education: 

If I may define the three primary avenues in the problem as a whole. First of 
all, it is the training of personnel as teachers of the Estonian language for 
schools with training in the Russian language; next, it is the improvement of 
the instructional methods base; and finally, it is the instilling of the approp- 
riate attitude towards the subject. These tasks are closely interconnected 

and are subordinate to the overall goal: Improving the role of the Estonian 
language as a means of access to the national culture and as a means of instilling 
a concrete sense of internationalism. Of course, the importance of this work 
must be first of all realized by the school leadership, the director and the 
teachers. 


t 
0. N. Silina, an instructional methodologist in the Tallim instructional 
methods office: A school director determines the reference points in indoctrina- 
tional work. I had occasion to work with a director for 17 years, and all these 
years we tried to consistently give the children access to the republic's 
cultural life and to strengthen the bonds between schools. 


V. P. Rayapuu, director of the 52d Secondary School: I think that access to the 
republic's culture is the direct task of a school. For example, we continuously 
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invite lecturers for the teachers -- on Estonian literature. Let a new book 
appear on the sales counter -- we tell the children about it and recommend it 
to them. And if there is no special measure to talk about, each day and each 
lesson provides an occasion to address the republic's life, you see. 


Z. S. Panteleyeva, the organizer of work in out-of-school hours for the 52d 
School: Stands entitled “Estonia Is Your Native Land", which we renew, permanently 
hang on our third floor. Five years ago, we set up a museum entitled “Lenin and 
Estonia”. 


I. A. Sepp, am instructor of the Estonian language in the 52d School: Once, a 
young boy, an excellent student, asked during a lesson in the 6ch class seemingly 
as a joke: Why do they say we should study Estonian? And you know, the children 
began tu “bit<” on it; I did not have to intervene with educational speeches. 
This is the main thing, I think: That the children themselves understood why. 


V. P. Dikovich, an instructor of the Estonian language at the 53d Secondary 
School: A serious mission has been placed on an ‘nstructor of the Estonian 
language. Teaching to read and talk -- this is not enough. It is necessary to 
teach them to think and to arouse their spirit. The subject, which is designated 
in a text book, is -- so to speak -- an occasion for a discussion. .e begin to 
study Estonian literature in the seventh class, and the children are obliged to 
read Luts' "Vesna" [Spring]. They read Smuul in the eighth class. I bring books 
to the lessons. And there is a discussion about art after visits to an exhibi- 
tion. Each year, we write papers about the old and the new city and about writers 
and artists. 


T. P. Soboleva, the 53d School’s training department manager: Our children often 
select a topic on Estonian literature for a graduation paper, and -- you know-- 
they write well. Svetlana Borisovna Leont*yeva has conducted an elective on 
Estonian literature at our school for several years. In genersi, we are trying 
to keep the children in the modern literature course, especial.y in the 10th 
class. 


Correspondent: We are still talking about the everyday life of a school, about 
the painstaking daily work that takes place within a schooi building. And it 
would be possible to say a lot more about this. For example, the children are 
learning a song in the Estonian language during the singing lesson in the 50th 
School. This is also taking place only within the walls of the school. However, 
perhaps here -- during a singing lesson -- the walls are breaking?... 


| once was looking through the records of the Tallinn international friendship 
clubs. The following phrase hit me in the eye: “We consider personal contact 
to be the most effective way to bring about friendly bonds. A report that 
every summer the members of the International Friendship Club in this school 
travelled to Schwerin for personal contact with their German friends, followed 
after this. This wording was imprinted in my mind. However, a seditious 
thought arose: Is this “effective form" not only applicable to Schwerin but 
also to Tallinn? It is somewhat closer.... 








O. N. Silina: A system of lively contacts between the children is quite necessary. 
In my opinion, any new school must begin its indoctrinational work with this. 
Contacts are needed at all levels and at the adult one especially. 


T. P. Sobolev: We had such contacts with the 44th School for a long time. The 
Pioneer detachments, Komsomol groups, teacher collectives, and party organizations 
were friends. Our colleagues came to us for lessons -- not only in Estonian, 
but aiso for a lesson in physical training or in military affairs, for example. 
In our turn, we adopted their experience. Discussions and instructional methods 
conferences were held. We had open general party meetings once a year. And 

the children were on friendly terms. We had joint sport contests, Pioneer 
rallies and Komsomol meetings. In general, we were together both on work days 
and on holidays.... And then a new school was built near us. Someone somewhere 
had reasoned that it would be easier for close neighbors to be on friendly 
terms. They said that they would be shoulder-to-shoulder. Although it is not 
easy to begin everything from the beginning, we are preparing for this now. 
Experience is a blessing.... 


N. Ya. Perova, the 52d Secondary School's training department manager: Our 
children are friends with two schools -- the 32d and the 44th -- beginning with 
the junior classes. We draw up joint work plans. We usually meet once a month 
without fail. For example, our younger students spent a story evening at the 
44th School. They put on the play "Cinderella" for them. It has already become 
a tradition that we celebrate 8 February -- the day of the young anti-fascist 
hero -- in our school and we invite them as guests; and we spend V. I. Lenin's 
birthday at our friends. We are proud of the fact that, as guests, our children 
speak and perform successfully in Estonian.... 


V. G. Ess, the 56th School's international friendship club director: We planned 
a friendship evening with our neighbors in the 43d School in December. The 
children prepared diligently. There was a concert and entertainment, but the 
guests... did not come. It is difficult to find the guilty ones. Perhaps they 
had not made arrangements as they should have. However, it is clear that 
contacts must be organized at a serious level. 


E. R. Boronil'shchikov, an inspector for the city department of education: Yes, 
many difficulties arise in this work. Nevertheless they will be overcome if a 
search is made in the correct direction. When speaking about instilling a sense 
of internationalism, one cannot fail to mention a certain -- not quite true -- 
orientation in some schools. The subject of the friendship is selected according 
to the principle -- the further, the more interesting. They travel on trips to 
other republics, but they do not know Estonia. They study the sights of remote 
cities using booklets and postcards, but they have not been to a museum in their 
own city. Evidently, a section on the national republic is needed in the inter- 
national friendship club of the Pioneer Palace.... Most of all, formalism is 
terrible. Artifical mutual relations and measures for the sake of checking 
something off are capable of bringing only harm. You see, everything is started 
so that the knowledge of the language will be mutual and so that the children 
will be able to use the knowledge, mastered during a lesson on the Estonian 
Language, in practice. If the guests from the neighboring school speak to us in 
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Russian, we in our turn will speak Estonian when we go to them. This, besides 
everything else, is common politeness. If we have imparted the correct content 

to our indoctrinational work, it will acquire correct forms. Each school can 
solve on its own and creatively how to organize a meeting and a friendship evening. 
Let there be the desire to search.... 


E. I.Vyari: What does the essence of the problem,which we are discussing, consist 
of? The essence is that indoctrinational work and contacts between schools speak- 
ing different languages are most often carried out at the level of individual 
measures. It is time to think about a system, about joint planning, about results. 
We are satisfied with too little. Im order to provide access to culture, it is 
in no way sufficient to read two- three classic works. Contemporary Estonian 
literature has acquired an authentic scope and it has great importance in our 
Soviet multinational literature, but what do the senior class children know about 
it? It is worthwhile to look at how Estonian literature is represented in school 
libraries and at how familiar teachers, training department managers and the 
school director are with it. As soon as we talk about the need for contacts 
between schools with training in the Russian and Estonian languages, the level 

of the contacts here is determined by concrete knowledge -- the knowledge of the 
literature, art and culture of the republic. Inter-subject ties must not play 

a minor role here. Each lesson and each subject must contribute to the formation 
of the students’ correct world outlook so that a pupil will be able to evaluate 
this or that social political phenomenon in an ideologically correct way. The 
instilling of a correct vital position and of a sense of internationalism and -- 
in the final analysis -- the formation of the personality is the task of each 
teacher regardless of the subject, be it history or literature or work done out- 
side of class hours. The children must understand why they need these contacts, 
they must be deeply aware of how vitally important they are for them, and they 
must be prepared for these contacts. Yes, I emphasize once again that the 
question concerns not a number of individual measures-- even the most successful 
ones -- but a combined approach to the solution of the problem, the creation of 

a system. 


The first republic olympiad on the Estonian language for the 9th class students 

in schools with instruction in the Russian language must become a very important 
form for attracting attention to the Estonian language, giving access to the 
republic's culture, and creating friendly contacts. The olympiad's slogan is: 

The Main Thing Is Not Victory But Participation. We selected the 9th classes 
because they already have a sufficient knowledge of the language. The olympiad 

is being conducted in three rounds. The first round, the one between the schools, 
was held on 16 December. The children wrote a competitive work about their 
native land. The overall topic was "The Estonian SSR". The second round, the 
city or rayon one, will be conducted on 30 January; and the third, the republic 


one, -- on 24-26 March. The basis, of course, is the material which has been 
passed in. What is particularly important? The third round will be conducted 
jointly with students in Estonian schools. An olympiad -- literature, Pushkin 


-- is also being held in them. It is planned that meetings with the students and 
then a general evening will be conducted. It is important that each school raise 
the overall seriousness of this work so that it will become an important stage in 
the indoctrinational process. 
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T. P. Soboleva: As soon as we received the instructions about holding the 
olympiad we duplicated and distributed them to the Estonian language teathers,to 
all of them. regardless of what classes they taught, so that they could orient 
themselves on the future. They decided that everyone would write. The main 
thing is participation. On the day of the olympiad, they solemnly opened an 
envelope with the contest subject. The children were not especially frightened 
because they had prepared so excellently. They wrote during the second lesson. 
Our 9th class had physics, mathematics and literature during the second class. 
These teachers became assistants. Valentina Pavlovna Dikovich and I went about 
the classrooms. The children were writing in absolute silence, almost calmly. 
Then they began to read to Valentina Pavlovna and she says: "I am satisfied!". 


V. P. Dikovich: We began to prepare for the olynpiad literally as soon as we 
found out about it. We reviewed the program material and wrote several written 
works. The majority wrote the competition interestingly and emotionally. The 
three best were the works of Layne Kiyn from 9C, and Nelya Sharonova and 

Vanda Perevozchikova from 9A. Layne knows the language better than the others, 
although not quite as fluentiy as could be concluded from her last name; and 
Nelya and Vande -- on the scale of the school program. In addition, we want to 
commend in general the three best ones from each class. Their names were posted 
on a stand so that the entire school would know them. Publicity! Of course, we 
hope for victory, who does not hope for it?... 


Correspondent: The olympiad coitinues, we have still to name the winners, and 

we will still continue the discussion. However, our meeting at the imaginary 
‘roun dt able" has come to an end. It is not proper to sit too long when work awaits. 
If one were to sum up results briefly, it is important that the sharp angles of 

the "roundtable" have been designated. The animated and specific experience 

which the participatnts shared, is even more important. Experience in such a 
complicated sphere of moral development has no price. 


Concerning the title, it defines the subject of the discussion quite accurately. 
The meeting of a juvenile with the culture of his republic, with a peer from a 
neighboring school and with life must take place in school. It is impossible to 
change the place of the meeting. 
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TAJIKS REVIEW PETITION, COMPLAINT PROCEDURE

[Report: "In the Presidium of the Supreme Soviet Tajik SSR"] 


[Text] There has been a meeting of the Presidium of the Supreme Soviet Tajik 

SSR at which the question of the state of work on examining the applications and 
complaints of citizens and their reception in the system of the republic's 
Ministry of Fruit and Vegetable Enterprise was discussed. The Minister K. Sufiyev 
delivered a report. 


As has been noted, definite work in this direction is being carried out in the 
ministry and its subordinate organizations and enterprises and this has pro- 
moted a certain improvement in the branch. In recent years the production of 
vegetables, fruits, melons, and potatoes has increased in the republic, the 
capacity of storage units has increased, the trade network has been expanded, and 
supplies for the population have improved. 


However, it was emphasized at the meeting that when what has been achieved is 
measured against the tasks put forward for the branch by the 26th CPSU Congress 
a great deal still has to be done. Organizational work, particularly, an exami- 
nation of the letters and applications of citizens plays a role of considerable 
importance in improving the work of the branch. For, as a rule, most of them 
are motivated by state interests and are aimed at a maximum use of reserves and 
the elimination of shortcomings. As a check has shown, the practice of 
examining the applications and letters of workers is still marked by important 
violations, in recording citizens’ letters and oral presentations. Sometimes 
they are not registered on time. Schedules are not always observed in the exami- 
nation of letters. A substantial number of the statements and complaints which 
were received this year was elicited by violations of the rules of Soviet trade, 
unsatisfactory storage, and, this means, low output quality. However, radical 
measures were not taken in all cases, which, naturally, gives rise to repeat 
complaints. The branch's leading workers underestimate the importance of such 

a form of work with citizens as the personal interview and exercise poor super- 
vision over the fulfillment of the party's and government's decisions regarding 
work with workers’ letters and statements. During the course of the year these 
questions were not considered a single time at the board. In its decree the 
Presidium of the Supreme Soviet Tajik SSR called the attention of the leader- 








ship of the Ministry of Fruit and Vegetable Enterprise Tajik SSR (comrades 

K. Sufiyev, S. Khaknazarov, M. Kasimoyv, N. Ya. Zyu in, A. Kadyrov, S. Radzhabov) 
to the existence of serious shortcomings in the work on examining the statements 
and complaints of citizens and on providing them with personal interviews, and 
also bound it to discuss this question at an expanded meeting of the board and to 
map out and execute concrete measures to eliminate these shortcomings, guiding 
itself strictly by the decree of the CC CPSU "On Measures to Further Improve the 
Work with the Letters and Suggestions of Workers in the Light of the Decisions of 
the 26th CPSU Congress." 


It has been recommended that there be a systematic generalization and study of 
citizens' applications and complaints and that the necessary measures be taken 

to eliminate the causes which give rise to them; to strictly comply with examina- 
tion schedules, permitting no formalism or red tape; to exercise constant super- 
vision over the correct and punctual consideration of applications and complaints 
at subordinate institutions, organizations, and enterprises and to periodically 
hear information from their leaders at the board. The leadership of the ministry 
has been charged with taking measures to improve output quality. The Presidium 

of the Supreme Soviet Tajik SSR has also heard information from its Permanent 
Commission on Industry on the results of an examination of the question of the 
work of the republic's ministries of light and local industry and of the enter- 
prises of the Ministry of Social Security and Consumer Cooperation on increasing 
the production of consumer goods from local materials and production waste. Other 
questions were also examined. The Chairman of the Presidium of the Supreme Soviet 
Tajik SSR M. Kh. Kholov spoke at the meeting. 
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PRICZ IMBALANCE BETWEEN KAZAKH ACRICULTURZ, INDUSTRY

Institute of Karakul Breeding, Chimkent: "Rayon Control Zlement"/ 


/Text/ The link between industry and agriculture is becoming stronger with each 
passing year. However, at the present time it would appear that there is no 
community or unity of interests in the economic relationships of enterprises within 
this agroindustrial complex. The development of farming and animal husbandry is 
still unilateral in nature and associated orly with the production of definite types 
of products. This is explained by the fact that the conditions for a partnership 
between the producing and processing branches have not been created. Responsibility 
for the final results of the complex has been assigned only to agriculture. Thus, 
when animals are delivered to meat combines from fattening farms and enterprises 

(by means of transport or especially livestock drives carried out over extended 
distances), each sheep loses from 2 to 4 kilograms or more in weight. Owing to the 
absence of integration, the meat industry does not bear responsibility for these 
losses. A privileged position in this regard is occupied by the karakul plants, by 
factories for the primary processing of wool and by other industrial enterprises 
engaged in the processing of agricultural products. 


In solving the food program, the principal role will be played by agriculture. 
However, many sovkhozes and kolkhozes are sustaining losses, while at the same time 
the service and processing enterprises are earning profits and bonuses. For example, 
let us take a specific branch such as karakul breeding. The principal product of 
karakul breeding -- pelts. The majority of the karakul breeding sovkhozes engaged 
in the production of pelts sustain losses even after the procurement prices have 
been raised. On the other hand, the karakul plants and fur combines are realizing 
tremendous profits from the sale of these products. Thus, during the past few years 
the Chimkent Karakul Plant has been realizing an annual profit of more than 5.5 
million rubles merely for the dressing of pelts, with one half of this amount being 
above-plan profit. 


During the past 10 years alone, the profit of all of the procurement organizations 
doubled and that of the meat and dairy industry tripled. 


What is the explanation for this? I do not believe I am revealing a secret when I 
state that at times the quality of the agricultural products is low at the time of

sale. The specialists have calculated that a reduction oi just one tenth of one 
percent in the fat content of milk will result in losses amounting to 80,000 tons of 
products at sovkhozes and kolkhozes throughout the country. Meanwhile the 
enterprises, as a result of this, will receive 27 million additional rubles, with no 
noticeable increase in expenditures or services to agriculture. 


Moreover, a determination as to the quality of individual types of products is 
carried out organoleptically in agriculture. Thus the arbiter of karakul quality at 
the present time is a sorter at a plant, who is guided only by his experience. The 
same holds true in the case of vegetable, fruit and potato procurements: they are 
accepted "by eye." This is why the maintenance of roughly the same effectiveness in 
various elements of the agroindustrial complex requires further improvements in 
economic relationships. Corrections must be introduced into the price mechanism 
aimed at achieving an equivalent exchange between agriculture and the industrial 
elements. The additional profit accumulated in the processing industry should be 
distributed, in accordance with the noms, among the agricultural enterprises. 


But this is minor. Over the past few years, a number of intermediate administrative 
elements have been created and this has led to dissociation in the management of 
farms. For example, let us take Kzylkumskiy Rayon in Chimkentskaya Oblast. There 
are seven specialized karakul breeding sovkhozes in this rayon, but three of them 
are included in the structure of the Karakul' Scientific Production Association and 
are not subordinate to local organs. A similar situation prevails in Suzakskiy 
Rayon in this same oblast, where two out of ten karakul breeding sovkhozes are 
directly suvordinate to the branch main administration of the republic's Ministry of 
Agriculture. Similarly, dissociation among the karakul breeding farms is also 
occurring in Dzhambulskaya, Kzyl-Ordinskaya, Gur'yevskaya, Ural'skaya and other 
oblasts. 


Dissociation is also taking place in other branches of the republic's agriculture. 
This is complicating production planning and control and logistical support and it 
is also promoting an increase in the size of the administrative apparatus. Thus, 
prior to 1978 the administration of karakul breeding operations in the republic was 
carried out by the branch main administration of the Ministry of Agriculture for 
the Kazakh SSR, which consisced of nine individuals. With eight farms being made 
subordinate to this main administration, the size of the administrative apparatus 
increased by a factor of more than five. The expenses for maintaining this 
apparatus are borne by the farms. The Production Department of the Karakul' 
Association, consisting of 30 individuals, is also maintained by the 10 sovkhozes 
included in the structure of this association. In addition, the sovkhozes pay the 
wages for 9-10 workers attached to newly created karakul breeding departments of 
the oblast agricultural administrations. Pedigree animal husbandry inspections 
have Leen created in the oblasts and these too are being maintained at the expense 
of the sovkhozes and kolkhozes. 


All of these factors are bringing about an increase in production costs, they are 
disrupting the principles of cost accounting and they are complicating the 
management of agricultural production. In such a situation, the rayon agricultural 
administrations are unable to exert an effective influence over the production 
activities of the rayon's sovkhozes and kolkhozes. And the higher organizations 
are also unable to direct the production operations in an efficient manner. 


Accumulated experience testifies to the fact that growth in agricultural production 
must be achieved within the framework of a single rayon agroindustrial complex. 
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The rayon organs ere closer to the production operations, they maintain direct 
contacts with the farms and enterprises and they perform administrative functions 
associated with the planning of product procurements and the use of land, capital 
investments and material and labor resources. 


Je are of the opinion that there must be a single agroindustrial association in a 
rayon. Its structure must include, in addition to sovkhozes and kolkhozes, 
procurement, processing, service and other enterprises. 


Thus the rayon organs must be converted over from administrative to economic- 
administrative organs. And their enterprises must be cost accounting facilities 
with complete centralization of production and procurement planning, the processing 
of products, logistical supply, the distribution of profits, capital construction 
and so forth. 


The overall final production results must be based upon the economic relationships 
of those participating in the rayon's agroindustrial complex. Towards this end, 
they are extended the rights of interdepartmental control and they are assigned 
responsibility for the operational results of the kolkhozes and sovkhozes and 
procurement, service and supply enterprises located within the rayon. The 
operational experience of an agroindustrial association in Vil'yandiskiy Rayon in 
the Estonian SSR, in Abashskiy Rayon in the Georgian SSR and a number of others 
reveals that the effectiveness of such a method of agricultural integration is 
sufficiently high. 


In such a specific branch of agriculture as karakul breeding, agroindustrial 
integration on a republic scale based upon cooperation between rayon and oblast 
production associations is considered to be most advisable. The development of a 
model for a rayon agroindustrial enterprise, for the production of karakul breeding 
products on an industrial basis, can be carried out based upon 10 of the largest 
karakul breeding sovkhozes in Suzakskiy Rayon in Chimkentskaya Oblast, where more 
than 550,000 sheep are concentrated. In the process, the task of some farms will 
consist of reproducing the herd, others will be tasked with raising replacement 
young stock and still others will be responsible for the industrial fattening of 
older ewes and obtaining Persian lamb pelts. Substantial improvements can be 
realized in feed production through the more intensive use, for this purpose, of 
underground waters for oasis irrigation. 


According to our calculations, with the creation of the Suzakskiy Rayon agro- 
industrial association the yield of products per sheep will increase by 34.2 
percent, labor productivity will be raised by a factor of 1.6, the profitability 
level will reach 63.3 percent and the capital investments will be repaid within 
7.3 years. High indicators are being achieved owing to improvements in the 
structure of one-time expenditures. The principal proportion of the capital 
investments is being employed for those measures which will promote the conversion 
of the branch over to a progressive technology and raise the productivity of the 
animals. Thus, one third of the capital investments -- 30.4 million rubles -- will 
be used for the fencing of pastures, 18.4 million rubles will be employed for the 
intensification of feed production and 3.26 million rubles will be used for 
introducing a mechanical milking system for the ewes and for processing the milk. 


The creation of a single agroindustrial association according to the branch 
principle will make it possible to reduce coordination and accelerate the process 








of further collectivization of production. Im addition, it will bring about the 
use of forms and methods for controlling the branch's economy that will conform with 


the modern conditions for the development of scientific-technical progress and this 
in turn will promote growth in production efficiency. 
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TURKMEN ATEEISM COUNCIL WORK DESCRIBED

With the goal of improving the expertise of the atheist-lecturers, the TCP raykan 
opened a two-year school for atheists. In it 3l people are studying--atheist- 
lecturers, chairmen of atheistic soviets, chairmen of commissions to implant new 
traditions--and are raising their expertise. Also, 5 from our rayon have completed 
the one-year atheistic school of the TCP Dashkhovuz obkan.

Student camferences and question and answer evenings on atheism 
are taking place in libraries, clubs and houses of culture; book displays are being 
set up; students’ meetings with people who have broken away fram religion are taking 
place. Books and pamphlets about scientific atheism are widely propagated. Also, 
Satirical performances, interludes and anecdotes adorn the repertory of the rayon 
peoples’ theater. 


Great work is being done in giving scientific-atheistic education to students in the 
rayon schools. In most of the schools atheistic corners, stands and book exhibits 
about atheism have been set up. With the help of the appropriate subjects the work 
of giving an atheistic education to students has been put on the right road. 


The raykan of the party and the primary party organizations show dzily concern in 
diligently taking part in widely implanting new traditiq@ms and significantly speaking 
out against the harmful remnants of the past among the wamen. At present commissions 
are working to implant new traditions in 1l enterprises of the rayon. 


The commissions are involved in giving contemporary names to newly born children in 
the rayon, celebrating the acceptance of young people into kolkhoz membership and 
sovkhoz work, the granting of pensions to the old, youths joining the ranks of the 
Soviet army and the holding of Kamsanol celebratiacms.

[Editorial Report] Alma-Ata SOTSIALISTIK QAZAQSTAN in Kazakh 21 January 1982 
carries on page 1 an unattributed 100-word notice of progress in opening new 
phosphorite mines at Shilisay in Aktyubinskaya Oblast. Work is going forward 
rapidly at -he Shilisay phosphorite mines, one of the major projects in Aktyubin- 
skaya Oblast in the current five-year plan. Section one of the mines began pro- 
duction last year and a solidification chamber, a food refrigeration unit, a com- 
pressor station, a service rail line and headquarters buildings have been con- 
structed at a total cost of 1.4 million rubles. 


KAZAKH FORESTS, MANAGEMENT DESCRIBED 


[Editorial Report] Alma-Ata MADENIET ZHANE TURMYS in Kazakh No 11, November 1981 
carries on pp 8-9 a 700-word article by Smaghul Makhmutov on Kazakh forests and 
the Kazakh forest management system. The article is published under the regular 
rubric “Cherish Nature.” 


Trees give meaning to the natural environment. The KaSSR is second in the Soviet 
Union to the RSFSR in forested area with 21.5 million hectares. Some 8.6 million 
hectares of this are forests. Forests are concentrated in Alma-Atinskaya, Taldy- 
Kurganskaya, Chimkentskaya, Izhambulskaya and Vostochno-Kazakhstanskaya Oblasts 
while much of western and central Kazakhstan is essentially unforested. 


Makhmutov lists the many uses of forests in terms of the environment and the re- 
public's economy and describes Kazakh forest management. Under the current sys- 
tem, Kazakh forest are divided into three use categories. Category 1, 19.1 million 
hectares, is comprised of natural reserves, park and recreation areas, trees along 
roadways, near factories and in urban areas. This category is strictly controlled 
and protected; tree cutting is allowed to take place only under specified circum- 
stances. Category 2, .8 million hectares, is comprised of watershed. While 
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Category 2 is also controlled and protected, limited cutting is allowed annually. 
Category 3 is made up of industrial forest and includes 1.7 million hectares. 


The purpose of the forest management system is to restore forests, prepare tree 
stocks, raise seedlings and expand forested area to achieve proper forest use, 
Makhmutov recalls that 1,114,000 hectares are hand-planted in state forest re- 
serves alone and that many trees have been planted by individual sovkhoz and 
kolkhoz as well to prevent soil erosion by wind and water. Some 293 tree farms 
currently operate in the KaSSR.

NOVOSIBIRSK FOOD PROGRAM CONFERENCE--A joint meeting of the presidiums of the 
Siberian Branch of the USSR Academy of Sciences, the Siberian Branch of VASKhNIL 
{All-Union Academy of Agricultural Sciences imeni Lenin] and the Siberian Branch 
of the Academy of Medical Sciences was held in the agricultural science township 
of Krasnoobsk near Novosibirsk. The scientists discussed the problem of supply- 
ing the population with food products, which was called “the central problem of 
the whole 5-year plan" at the November (1981) plenum of the CPSU Certral Commit- 
tee. On instructions of party and local government agencies, the scientists drew 
up the principles of the food program for Novosibirskaya Oblast. This work will 
serve as the basis for drawing up the food program itself. It contains recom- 
mendations on considerably intensifying agricultural production, defines the 
fields of most effective utilization of capital investments and presents esti- 
mates of variants and ways of solving the problem.
